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Brandeis University May Drop 
Sabbath Football Program

NEW YORK (NJP)—Brandeis University is considering abandoning its Sab- 
bath football schedule and had cancelled its remaining Friday night basketball sche- 
dule, it was revealed last week by Dr. A. L. Sachar, president of the Jewish-spon- 


sored university. 


In a meeting with the New York Board of Rabbis 


fended the university’s Sabbath 
football program but stressed 
that the policy was not a rigid 
one and that the issue was now 
“under consideration” by univew- 
sity officials. 

The invitation to Dr. Sachar to 
appear before a regular meeting 
of the NYBR, which represents 
virtually the entire Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform rabbin- 
ate of N. Y. state, was in response 


to the Brandeis president's ear-: 


lier disclosure of a readiness to 

explain the university’s policy on 

Jewish tradition. Dr. Sachar’s 

offer was seen as an indication of 

ineasing sensitivity of the na- 
tion’s first Jewish-sponsored non- 
sectarian university to widespread 

Jewish criticism of the Saturday 

football schedule, which has been 

in effect since the school launch- 
ed its geid program. 
EXPRESSED CONCERN 
Rabbi Harold H. Gordon, gen- 
eral secretary of NYBR, told The 

Post that when the university’s 

current football schedule was pub- 
» licized last year, NYBR had weit- 
ten to Dr. Sachar, expressing con- 
cern over the religious program 
at Exandeis. During a trip to N.Y. 
shortly afterwards, Dr. Sachar 
visited the offices of NYBR foi 
an informal discussion with a few 
of the officers and said then he 
would welcome an opportunity 
to appear before a full meeting 
and explain matters. 

The president of Brandeis U. 
thereupon was invited to attend 
the Feb. meeting, which was held 
last Wednesday. 

Dr. Sachar drew a distinction 
between functions on a regular 
basis, in which students are ex- 
4 pectéd to participate and for 
"which they receive school cred- 
its, and purely voluntary activit- 
ies, participation in which is op*- 
ional, such as football and basket- 


ball.

Policy Under Consideration 


Dr. Sachar told the wabbis that 
in respect to the first category, 
strictest observance of Jewish 
traditions was school policy. He 
said there were no classes on the 
Jewish Sabbath and Jewish holi- 
days, as well as during Christian 
holidays. 

He conceded that college facilit- 
ies were used during Saturday for 
football games but contended that 
Brandeis was a “non-sectarian 
and secular institution.” 


FORCED TO PLAY 

Rabbi Jeremiah J. Berman, 
Yonkers, assistant coordinator of 
NYBR, brought up the proposal 
suggested by the Synagogue 
Council of America last month 
for a schedule of Saturday night 
games( NJP, Feb. 22, 1952.) 

Dr. Sachar replied that the 
schools which Brandeis wanted 
to play had no such -schedules 
and hence if Brandeis was to take 
part in the American tradition of 
football, it was forced to sched- 
ule Saturday games. 

He declared that elimination of 
football would be elimination of 
a real part of the American tra- 
dition and that Brandeis did not 
want to be out of the mainstream 
of American life.

INCONSISTENCY CITED 
The inconsistency between a 
policy of a ban on Friday night 
basketball games but not on Sat- 
urday afternoon football games 
was not explained, other than by 
Dr. Sachar’s reference to the mat- 
ter of integrating the university 
into the American scene and the 


role of football in American 
tradition. 
“We are thinking very haed 


about the football problem,” Dr. 

“The whole matter 
is under consideration.”

MORTIMER MAY IN ZOA PRESIDENTIAL RACE; 
PRAESIDIUM URGED TO REPLACE PRESIDENCY 


WASHINGTON (NJP)—With Rabbi Irving Miller’s hat already 
in the Zionist Organization of America presidential ring, and other 
candidacies expected to be announced shortly, a plan to replace the 
presidency with a Praesidium has been proposed. 

A resolution, adopted last week by the Louis D. Brandeis Dis- 
trict of the ZOA of Washington, D. C., suggests “That in the place 
and stead of the office of the National President of the ZOA there 
be created by and through the next National Convention a Praesi- 


Gium .. .” 


The praesidium would be “composed of past National Presidents 
of the ZOA and three additional members to be elected from the 
membership at large by said Convention,” and “hold office for one 
year until the next succeeding annual Convention.” 

This plan, according to the Brandeis District resolution, would 
minimize or eliminate “those efforts which tend to fragmentize, to 
dissipate and to detract from the most effective planning and execu- 


tion of the work of the ZOA,” and direct “every effort . . 


. to unify 


and strengthen the ZOA and, in particular, the National Admini- 
stration of the ZOA for the many and important tasks ahead,” of 
“reappraising, re-evaluating and re-orientating the entire Zionist 


movement.” 


Bond Drive Delay 
Voted in Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP}—The first test of the right of the Amer: 
ican Financial and Development Corporation for Israel to sell bonas 
throughout a local federation drive developed here this week. 

The conflict developed when the coordinating committee of the 
Indianapolis Jewish Welfare Federation voted unanimously to recess 
the sale of bonds in Indianapolis from March 1 to June 15. 
Apprized of ‘the action, Henry Montor, executive vice president 

RES of the AFDCI, told The Post that the sale of 
bonds would proceed in every city in the U. S. 
without interruption. 






The action of the coordinating committee 
took into consideration ‘an announcement on the 
national level that the sale of bonds for Israel is 
to continue on an all year-round level.” 

In an open letter to the community, the 
coordinating committee declared that it “inter- 

: preted this statement as meaning that there is 
MONTOR to be no cessation of the sale of bonds during

the period of our welfare federation campaign.” 

Julian Freeman, president of the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds, who is president also of the Indianapolis Jewish 
Welfare Federation, is a member of the coordinating committee, 
Also on the committee were Mrs. Jack A. Good- 
man, a national board member of Hadassah, Sam 
Ziffrin, co-chairman of the Indianapolis bond 
sale, and Abe Borin, president of the Indianapolis 
Zionist District. Others on the committee were 
Merrill Cohen, Lazure L. Goodman, Rabbi Wil- 
lian P. Greenfeld, Manuel I. Leve, Liebert L. 
Mossler, Nathan Regenstrief, Maurel Rothbaum 
and Bernard Stroyman. 

The decision of the national office not to sus- : 
pend sales in Indianapolis placed local bond FREEMAN 
manager Walter Savage in a dilemma. If he could possibly secure 
workers to continue the sale of the bonds, would their activities find 
the Jews of the city receptive? Even his local co-chairman and 
heads of the organized Zionist groups in the city, who might be ex- 
pected to support the position of the bond people, were represented 
on the coordinating committee. 





NO SALES FROM MARCH 1 TO JUNE 15 

The period during which no organized effort to sell bonds could 
be conducted in Indianapolis included BIG day, to be marked all 
over the nation this Sunday. Some local supporters of the position 
of the bond organization felt that the welfare federation might have 
permitted BIG day to be conducted in the city, especially since no 
initial meetings for the welfare federation 
scheduled. 

There was some interpretation that those backing the welfare 
federation purposefully set the date at March 1 in order to demon- 
strate that no effort for BIG day could be successful without the 
community’s cooperation and in order to provide a test of the right 
of a national body to overrule local decisions. 

A statement quoting Freeman was issued by the Indian- 
apolis Jewish Welfare Federation, headed by Sidney Cahn. 
The statement declared that the meeting of the coordinating com- 
mittee had been convened by Freeman. He took this action after 
he had learned that the local bond office had received a directive to 
proceed without “Jet-up during the spring months.”

TWO EFFORTS EMPLOY SAME PEOPLE, METHODS 

Freeman's statement recalled the four point program and said 
that the welfare federation “recognized that the . bond sale 
would call upon the same community leadership and manpower and 
would employ the same methods as the annual Jewish Welfare 
campaign.” 

Freeman then stated that close coordination between the two 
efforts was seen as a necessity and that “early in 1951 the welfare 
federation established an independent community-wide coordinating 
committee to work out necessary traffic arrangements and proper 
principles of coordination.” 

Last year’s coordinated efforts, he continued, resulted in a wel- 
fare federation campaign that “was more successful than the na- 
tional average” while the “bond sales in Indianapolis have been 
more successful than in most communities in the country.” 

Freeman concluded that “fifty-six local, national and overseas 
agencies are dependent for their existence in part upon this (the 
local) campaign. The success of the federation campaign literally 
determines the life or death of thousands of people in Israel. It is 
necessary that all community forces accept their responsibility in 
this campaign without interference and 
efforts.”

Brandeis 
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Pacifism As High Form of Patriotism Lauded by Dr. Cronbach

CINCINNATI (NJP)—Unequivocal opposition to 
“any plan of universal military training” continues 
to be the stand of the Jewish Peace Fellowship, Dr. 
Abraham Cronbach, honorary chairman of the group, 
disclosed last week in an interview with The Post. 
Members of the 
only Jewish pacifist 
organization have 
been called upon to 
“act immediately 
and vigorously to 
help defeat any 
plan of universal 
military raining,” 
which is “certain to 
set uS upon a path 
from which few, if 
any, ever return.” 
Declaring that 
“pacifism is patriot- 
ism and war is con- 
trary,” Dr. Cron- 
bach, professor of 
social studies at He 
brew Union Col 
lege, said that gen- fF gE 
erally, “our peace- DR, ABRAHAM CRONBACH 
mindedness differs little from war-mindedness.” 
“The vast majority of mankind,” he explained, 
“including all those who wield political power, may 
Jove peace and desire peace and recoil immeasurably 








from war with its horrors, 

“And yet these people are few, and none of them 
sits in the seats of power, who believe in peace un- 
conditionally. 

“Men are devoted to peace with a proviso,” he 
continued, “the proviso that other nations behave 
themselves.” People say, “There will be no war just 
as long as other nations act fairly.” 

He added, “Of course other nations harbour the 
indentical ideals in regard to us. .. The most virul- 
ent militarist professes attachment to peace—condi- 
tionally. 

“Hitler bruited from housetops his consecration 
to the cause of peace. The trouble he found lay in 
other nations; similarly Mussolini and the war Jead- 
ers of Japan. Today the statesmen of the Soviets 
say that Russia has no aim in all the world than that 
of defending herself against the progressions which 
are being incubated in other countries.” 

War is inevitable, said Dr. Cronbach, who has 
shared the honorary chairmanship of the group with 
Dr. Leo Baeck, so long as government feels that 
force is an ultimatum. 

Having condemned violence on the part of both 
the U. S. and Soviet Russia, the Fellowship main- 
tains that “pacifism is not appeasement (but) a mat- 
ter of choosing between physica] force and other 
kinds of force.” 

Their program calls for “non-violent direct act- 
ion,” by petitioning the government, publishing pacif- 
ist literature, delivering public lectures, and by the 
“public and private conduct” of J.P.F. members, who 
are to serve as living, everyday tentimentais that 


the world can progress even through peaceable, 
ethical means, 

Organized in 1941, many of the founding mem- 
bers of J.P.F. were rabbis. Indentified with the 
group, one of whose main activities during World 
War II was support of conscientious objectors, have 
been Rabbi Isidor Hoffman, counselor for Jewish 
students at Columbia University; Jacob Sloan; Rab- 
bi Alexander Feinsilver; Samuel Grand; Rabbi Arthur 
Lelyveld, national director of the B’nai B’rith Hille) 
Foundation; Milton Mayer of the University of Chic- 
ago; Rabbi Steven Schwartzschild; and Nathan Chof- 
shi, Nahalal, Israel. 

There has been some difference of opinion 
among members of the Fellowship on the question 
of defensive warfare. Thus, Dr. Cronbach explained, 
during the Arab-Israel war, some Zionist members 
waived their pacifist views. 

Others, however, aligned themselves with the 
Ichud view, which looked toward the creation of a 
Middle East federation which would include the 
Jewish state and the Arab lands. 

Dr. Cronbach agreed that to eliminate war as a 
means of settling disputes would have to be a grad- 
ual process of education. Only when leaders realize 
that “mercy can substitute for violence” will war 
disappear. 

The arrival of the Messiah—of the mind, not of 
matter—will be the abjuration by man of the wor 
ship of brute force, and man’s recognition that “the 
hero of heroes is he who makes a friend of his 
enemy.”

Because the Men’s Club 
meeting subsequently was can- 
celled, the community did not 
become cognizant of the rabbi’s 
stand until it appeared in The 
Post. 

In an endeavor to clarify his 
stand, Rabbi Katz this week told 
The Post that his attack had been 
directed at “some” Jewish Ma-

He stressed that his conver- 
sation with the Post reporter took 
place “at least several weeks 
prior to the initial local an- 
nouncement concerning the 
Adath Jeshurun Masonic Sab- 
bath,” and that at that time he 
was not even aware of the pend- 
ing event. 

The two items were coupled 
into one story by the Post corre- 
spondent, as indicated in the 
opening sentences of the article, 
because both emanated from rab- 
binic sources and consequently 
were related in theme. 

A layman, who declined to per- 
mit use of his name, told The 
Post, “What irks me most of all 
is the furor that the charges 
have created.

PITTSBURGH (NJP)--The wife of a Jewish 
judge here is bringing a better understanding of the 
traditional Jewish holy days and festivals to non- 
Jews (and to many Jews, too) through an exhibit 
of nine miniature family and holiday table settings.

Tableware has been cut from heavy metal foil. 
Some of the hollow-handled knives are fashioned to 
resemble hammered silver.

Lencher realistically simulated with bits of birthday 
candles; and a bit of bite-like honeycake are some of 
the artistically designed foods, along with gefilte 
fish, (with carrots and horseradish), latkes, hamen- 
taschen, matza, wine, challa, kiddush cups, and ex- 
quisite candlesticks for licht-benchen (candle-light- 
ing). 

The tables are designed for the beginning of the 
holiday meals, so beginning courses are stressed.

HOW GREEN WAS OUR SHTETL: 
AN ANTHROPOLOGICAL STUDY

OW that The Post has such a formidable arvay of book re- 
fig” asain I don’t expect the mister to bring home many newly- 


published volumes anymore. 


But just a few days ago, the boss brought home a book which 


he thought might contain a chapter or two about Jewish women 


I’d want to cead before he sent it on to be reviewed. Well, he’ll have 


to smuggle it out of the house if he has any 
such idea. I don’t intend parting with it will- 
ingly. 

The book, “Life Is With People,” by Mark 
Zborowski and Elizabeth Herzog, tells me how 
my grandparents and their ancestors before 
them lived out the’ lives in the “shtetlach” 
«small towns) of Eastern Europe. 

It is a strictly scientific (anthropological), 
though certainly not unsymphatetic, study of HELEN COHEN 
our heritage, and it is to me the burst of morning sunrise—so 
much comes clear now. Where before I only beheld a jig-saw 
piece or two, the picture ste ‘etches out complete. 

Wherever I turn in the book—their religious life, 
home, the position of women, their attitude to their non-Jewish 
neighbors and all the other phases of their exisience. It is, be- 
sides, set down with much charm. 

Among other sources of information, “Life Is With People” is 
based on intensive interviews with many who migiated to New York 
from the “shtetl,” during which sessions it became increasingly 
clear that the many Jewish communities in the severa] countries of 
Eastern Europe were not just Poles of Jewish faith or Rumanians, 
ete., of Jewish faith, but formed one living culture.

If there was such a big to-do about having fish and fowl for 
the Sabbath meals, it is because, except for the rich, that was the 
only time during the week such food (as well as an egg) could 
be afforded. Any delicacy obtained during the week was saved for 
Shabbat. 

Describing the women’s section of the synagogue, the author’s 
relate: “When the chatter, quarreling or even the ritual wailing and 
weeping upstairs threatens to drown out the services, the men 
pound on the desks, cast angry glances up at the small grated win- 
dows, and shout, ‘Women, quiet!’”

“On Purim, the children are also observers of an elaborate inter- 
change of gifts among their elders. The gifts consist chiefly of 
pastries, presented by one housewife to another . . . All day long 
plates full of pastries are being received and sent out. Each care- 
fully covered display is calculated by the intense and painful ari- 
thmetic of social obligation, for the amenities require that one 
must give exactly the equivalent of what one receives. 

“The computation involves both mathematics and prediction. 
What will she send this year? If I figure on the basis of last year's 
shalakmones and this year she raises it, I shall be ‘ashamed.’ If 
she sends mcre than I send, she will be insulted. Loud quarrels 
and long-smouldering feuds have arisen over a miscalculation of 
shalakhmones. 

“Even when the level is determined, the figuring of values 
remains. How many almond-filled tarts are equal one orange? 
How many butter cookies equal one wondrous confection shaped 
like a tower and filled with honey, nuts and spices? 

“While the mothers struggle the children watch coveted good- 
ies come and go. These pastries are not for eating, they are for 
sending. A plate arrives with a ring of nut-powdered stars and 
crescents, and in the center a horse splendid with sugar and rais- 
ins. At once the horse is whisked to an outgoing platter and with- 
in a few moments he is on his way. ‘It shouldn’t happen’ that he 
turns to the woman who had first sent him to the woman who 
hen sent him to the woman who now sends him out again! .. .”

PECH is a very curious trade 
name. It consists of a vocalized 
combination of the two Hebrew 
initials P-Ch. The initials repre- 
sent the Hebrew title of Pituchei 
CHosem (Engravers of Seals), in- 
dicating that you must be des- 
cended from an ancestor who 
was engaged in the highly re- 
spected trade of seal maker. Seals 
played an important part in Jew- 
ish life since the days of the 
Bible. They were used by per- 
sons, officials and communities 
for the validation of documents. 
They were engt‘aved on stone and 
metal and the seal maker was a 
man of repute and skill. The 
family name Pach has the same 
meaning.

At the time the 
family name first came into exis- 
tence, there was only one Jew 
ish family in Matern. They oper- 
ated the local inn known as the 
Golden Pitcher. It is not at all 
improbable that you ere a des- 
cendant of that family.

“In various countries other Purims have been celebrated to 
commemorate some incident of impending disaster to the particular 
Jewish community at some time in its history. One such Purim 
is recorded as the ‘Brandejs Purim’ or ‘Povidl Purim’ in 1731 in 
Bohemia. That may have been the origin of the prune-butter-filled 
hamantaschen. A family named Brandeis was falsely accused of a 
crime against property, and when proven innocent the whole town 
made holiday and called it ‘Brandeis Purim,’ which thereafter wa 
celebrated annually.”

A of hamantaschen the Jews of Holland baked smal! cakes 
shaped like a man to symbojize Haman. Her recipe for these 
follows:

1 cup confectioner’s sugar Few grains of salt 
2 tablespoons water 1% teaspoon vanilla

Slivered almonds Currants

Combine shortening with sugar and molasses, adding +» cup 


cold water while stirring. Sift dry ingredients into mixing bow], 
and dissolve baking soda in 3 tablespoons cold water. Combine wel), 
mixing all the above to a ball of dough. Chill dough at least 1 
hour in refrigerator. Roll dough on a lightly floured board or pat 
into rectangle not more than %2 inch thick. Use a gingerbread man 
cutter. Roll dough remaining after cutting and pat out again or 
form little men by rolling small bits of dough in the palm and 
flattening as you form the figures on a well-greased cookie sheet. 
Arrange cut-out men and/or molded ones on cookie sheet 1 inch 
apart. Bake for 18 to 20 minutes at 350 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Mix frosting to a consistency thin enough for spreading. When 
cookies are cold decorate with frosting and press in slivered a)- 
monds over currants for eyes. Use red cinnamon candies for shoe 
and coat buttons with or without slivered almonds. If desired, use 
points of Brazil nuts for shoes.

In aimost every community, even if those 
whe:buy bonds are not the same people who 
at one and the same time give to the local 
drive, usually the manpower for the two ef- 
forts is the same. But even if that were not 
so, two major efforts, requiring appeals to the 
same people, will inevitably conflict with one 
another. 

Just as the local organizations usually at- 
tempt to arrange their various meetings and 
progeams so as not to conflict with a major 
effort of another local organization, so would 
it be only common sense not to direct two ma- 
jor appeals to one community at one time, 

Whether all the blame for the inevitable con- 
flict attaches to the AFDCI, is a moot question. 

Undoubtedly some professionals, especially 
those on the local level, cre envious of the suc- 
cess of the sale of Israel bonds. 

it may also have been necessary, in view 
of the scepticism of these professionals and 
other U. S. Jewish leaders about the probabilit- 
ies of the success of the bond drive before it 
was launched, to have gone about the sale of 
bonds in the way in which that sale has been 
conducted. 

But all that not withstanding, the bond sale 
now has a year of experience under its belt. 
At the same time, the local professional leader- 
ship .recognizes that the bond sale is here to 
stay, at last for the three years of its an- 
nounced campaigning, and possibly longer. 

That would indicate, expecially in view of 
the conflicts, that some kind of cooperation, 
even if only a minimum, must be achieved 
between the AFDCI and the United Jewish 
Appeal. If such an agreement were reached 
nationally, then the fight in the local com- 
munities would automatically be settled at 
the same time. 

The government of Israel has recognized 
that the conflict exists. 

But the fact that its efforts to settle the 
matter have been abortive would indicate that

this prublem which in essence, is one of the U, 
S. Jewish community, will probably have to 
be settled by the leadership of the U. S. Jewish 
community. This, it would seem to us, is only 
proper, and even might set a precendent which 
would be most heaithy. 

To contend that there are not enough men 
of good will for the efforts of both the UJA 
and the AFDCI to be able to witk out an 
agreement that would be mutually acceptabie, 
is nonsense. The Jewish community is full 
of men with the real stature of leadership who 
would and could solve the matter to everyone’s 
satisfaction in almost no time, 

In Indianapolis, the coordinating committee, 
which is a committee of the Indianapolis Jew- 
ish Welfare Federation, has ruled out efforts 
by the AFDCI for four months. This seems 
to us to be unnecessarily long, and provides 
justification for charges that the local Jewish 
community is acting unilaterally. 

It would seem to The Post that the local 
Crive could be completed in much less time 
than four months, with considerable benefit to 
the local drive and the community. 

By now it must be recognized that the mil- 
lions the sale of bonds has been able to provide 
fer the needs of desparate Israel could not have 
been secured by the UJA, which itself did 
adm'‘rably last year and seems headed for an- 
other fine year in 1952, or by any other source, 
whether government aid of private investment. 

That means that those who proposed and 
projected the sale of bonds (against the judge. 
ment or with only grudging appoval of the 
present leadership of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds) deserved every 
kind of gratitude. 

But that does not mean that these people, 
ce anyone else, are above the will of the U. S. 
Jewish community. They have an obligation 
not to disrupt local communities and to abide 
by loca] decisions, although with the assurance 
that these decisions neither will be unilateral 
nor harm the sale of bonds. 

Conflicts are always costly. The U. S. Jew- 
ish community has come a long way since 
the last major fight in the fund-raising field, 
that within the United Jewish Appeal first and 
then in the United Palestine Appeal. 

A few short years can make a gréat differ- 
ence, and the American Jewish community 
might be said to have passed from adolescence 
into adulthood in just that time. 

Let us show our maturity then by working 
out the peesent difficulty between these two 
most important efforts in the American Jew- 
ish community, 


Sane Attitude on 


I WAS Brotherhood Week in America, and 

we feel it should be noted that the atti- 
tude of the Jewish community towards this 
celebrated event was more normal this year 
than in any other year. 

Jewish communities, as is perfectly proper, 
cooperated in the local celebrations and gave 
their support as fully as possible. 

But for the first time, it seems to The Post, 
there has been no so overwhelming a rush of 
ne Jewish groups to back both Brotherhood 
Week and the organization that sponsored it, 
the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews, aS to crowd out and not to allow place 
the non-Jews. 

Brotherhood is essential to any well-ordered 
world, any peaceful community. But as Jews 
now seem to have learned, more than the down- 
trodden can espouse such a cause, What is 
eyen more important is that the dominant 
groups back it, and not only with lip service

and only for show purposes. 

For many years, the movement was sup- 
ported financially in large part from Jewish 
pockets. Fortunately that situation has 
changed. Jews need to learn the lesson of 
Brotherhood, too, perhaps even as much as 
the non-Jews, But most certainly the nan-Jews 
are best in the position to practice it both to 
Jews and to other minorities. 

The view of the Jewish group has matured 
to the point where it considers FEPC legisla- 
tion, which assures democratic rights for all 
in the economic field, more important than 
speeches from a platform urging good-will, 
speeches which may be soon forgotten and 
often violated. 

But both FEPC legislation and the lesson 
of brotherhood are important, since both en- 
visage the ultimate realization of the prophetic 
teaching of equal treatment for all, the strang- 
er and the native, the downtrodden and the 
exalted,

Should Communities Give Congregations Subventions? 


HE tentative proposal put forward by 

Rabbi Saul B. Appelbaum, Rockford, IL, 
that the congregations of. the community be in- 
cluded for allocations from the annual loca! 
drive is based on good logic. 

The congregation, as Rabbi Appelbaum so 
orrectly points out in his annual report, does 
cender services 19 the Jewish community at 
large. Rabbi Appelbaum believes that such an 
allocation would be a “justified charge on the 
entire Jewish community because a congrega- 
‘ion also serves the 2ntire Jewish community 
as well as having proven its usefulness in the 
general community.” 

In a note to this writer, Rabbi Appelbaum 
states that his suggestion is ‘not a kehilla pro 
posal.” 

Yet how can it be otherwise 
the objection? 

Once a community contributes to the sup- 
port of a local organization, the community 
wil expect to exert some control, probably of 
a benign sort. but control nevertheless. This 


And where is 


not only is legitimate, but mevitable. 

The time may come when the system em- 
ployed in many countries of Europe, where the 
rabbis are hired and directed by the community 
at large, may be introduced in some form to 
American Jewish communities. This will be 
true especially if the concept of an “organic 
community,” which is the American prototype 
of the kehilla that was the central Jewish or- 
ganization in European Jewish communities, 
Should gain support here. 

This kind of arrangement has many advan- 
tages, not the least of which is touched upon 
by Rabbi Appelbaum when he indicates that 
the rabbi, instead of limiting his activities (and 
mere often his view) to that of the needs of 
his own congregation, takes the larger view of 
the welfare of the general Jewish community. 

Rabbi Appelbaum explains also that his 
recommendation is made only for small Jewish 
communities, but we can’t see where the idea 
would be any less valid for a large community 
thon a small one.

SUBSTANTIALLY, Al's column 
was dropped (we consider our- 
selves a good friend of his) be- 
cause the nature of The Post has 
changed. At the time we were 
printing Al’s column, we had very 
few ccrrespondents throughout 
the U. S., and consequently very 
sketchy coverage of the local 
Jewish communities. 

Our coverage of national Jew- 
ish affairs was good, although 
not as good then as now, and we 
printed quite a few syndicated 
columns—among which was Leon 
Gutterman’s “Hollyweod;” Phin- 
eas Biron’s column, “Strictly Con- 
fidential” and others. 

Today we print no syndicated 
columns. Every column in The 
Post is written individually for 
The Post. That is also true of 
over 95 per cent of the news. 
We do not use the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency service because 
our coverage is far superior to 
theirs, at least in the U. S., and 
for that matter to that of any 
other news agency or paper. 


AL’S COLUMNS were among 
the best The Post ever carwied. 
They were always interesting. 
But for a while Al was a bit 
confused on the matter of Zion- 
ism, although those of you who 
read his column in local Anglo- 
Jewish papers, will know that his 
instincts were always sound, and 
saved him feom the errors that a 
less honest person might have 
made. 

Now The Post has always been 
willing to give space to the anti- 
Zionists, and even to the non- 
Zionists, and in order to satisfy 
the anti-Zionists even gave them 
an occasional column by Sidney 
Wallach, but The Post has always 
been strongly Zionist. So Al’s 
column was dropped, for the var- 
iety of reasons set forth above.

BUT WHERE does Ben-Ami 
get the idea that ow advertisers 
had anything to do with the de- 
cision or for that matter any 
other decision affecting editorial 
policy of The Post? By now most 
Post readers, including its ad- 
vertisers, ace willing to give the 
paper free rein. We've establish- 
ed our independence once and 
for all, and although we are al- 
ways subject to criticism and 
close sceutiny in this as in any 
other area in publishing, we are 
glad to say that except in one or 
two instances there never has 
been any pressure exerted on us 
by an advertiser. We did lose 
several nice accounts because we 
supported this or that group in- 
stead of one that an advertiser 
thought we ought to be support- 
ing, but for the most part, we’ve 
never been bothered in this re- 
spect too much.

due to our 


known belligerent attitude when 
a matter of freedom of the press 
was concerned, and the resultant 
fear of our editorial displeasure, 
or to other factors, is a moot 
question. 

Could be. too, that our advertigs. 
ers don’t believe our views are 
impcetant anyway, so they just 
let us alone. 

Incidentally, in this connection, 
you should know that we have 
turned down advertisements be. 
cause we thought they might 
open us to suspicion of editorial 
influence and for other closely 
connected reasons,

Chaplain Wonders Why

Bileck’s drawings are graceful 
and delicate with a kind of Jap- 
anese refinement, and while one 
recognizes the objets, the ele- 
ments of the ghetto scene, one 
has to look twice to connect 
them with the subject, for the 
sweat of life is not there.

As for the Jewish material, 
the sights and odors of this 
phase of Jewish life in America 
are rendered with minute exacti- 
tude, but little else comes 
through. There is, toward the 
close, a touching sketch of Ka- 
zin’s emotional jag when he first 
encountered the Christ personal- 
ity, but this too is unexplored. 

The book is singularly devoid 
of people. One sketch, of the Sol-

Kazin, I've read, intends to

more volumes. I hope his head 
will not have been turned by the 
exaravagant praise of the liter- 
ary cultists, and that his im- 
mense sensory gifts will be ap- 
plied to more human, more de- 
veloped material in what  fol- 
lows.

DOES HASHOMER HATZAIR FOLLOW 
THE COMMUNIST PARTY LINE? 


By CARL ALPERT 
EVERAL years ago I chanced to visit a newly-founded colony 
established in the hills of Galilee, in Israel. It was kibbutz 
Sasa, composed for the most part of Americans. After my tour of 
inspection of the carpentry shop, the library, and the other kibbutz 
showplaces, I signed the colony’s Guest Book. 

Ever since I have been on the mailing list of Sasa, receiving 
reports of its growth and progress, as well as in- 
vitations to attend functions here in New York 
tendered in support of the kibbutz. 

Sasa is a kibbutz of Hashomer Haizair, 
which enjoys a splendid reputation in Israel for 
it pioneering efforts in the wilderness. Many 
will recall an earlier colony of Hashomer Hat- 
zair, Ein Hashofet, which drew a number of 
American settlers, and gained considerable sup- 
port from American Zionists. Indeed, Hashomer aineni 
Hatzair has been successful in winning support ALPERT 
from elements in American Jewish life which would not normally 
be presumed to favor the program or policies of the organization, 
For Hashomer Hatzair is the extreme left wing of the Zionist 
movement in the Diaspora, and is a component of the Mapam 
party, the extreme left wing in Israel’s political line-up. 

& 

INCE Mapam came into existence some three or four years ago 
S it has never made any secret of its pro-Soviet leanings. The 
Mapam-Hashomer Hatzair press in Israel is filled with rantings 
against American “imperialism,” against American “war-monger. 
ing,” against American “atrocities” in Korea, Soviet Russia is hailed 
as the true lover of peace and justice. Mapam opposed accepting 
a loan from the United States, and charged that Ben Gurion had 
“sold out’ to the American Wall St. exploiters, These are simple, 
factual statements accurately reflecting the Mapam policy in 
Israel. 

Here in the United States, where Hashomer Hatzair still re. 
cruits young people for its kibbutzim and still deludes wealthy 
American Zionists into contributing, the line is soft-pedalled, at 
least in the publications which reach the reader outside of the 
movement. One finds implied indications of the Mapam party line, 
but nothing as blatant as that which appears in Hebrew in Israel, 
It seems to be a case of one line for home consumption; another 
line for consumption abroad. 

Last week two of the leading members of the Mapam con. 
tingent in the Knesset resigned from the party on the grounds that 
Mapam had become little more than a front for the Reds. “Today 
there is practically no field in which Mapam acts independently, 
without the overt or covert partnership of the Communists,” they 
were quoted by The New York Times and other news agencies, 
Others followed suit, and about one-third of Mapam is Expected 





to resign from the party. 
o 

HERE does this leave Hashomer Hatzair? What 
Hashomer Hatzair in America take? Young boys and girls 
who are drawn into the movement because of the appeal of halutziut 
are entitled to know if their movement follows the Communist party 
line. Their parents are entitled to know, American Jews who con- 
tinue to contribute tens of thousands of dollars, under the illusion 
that they are supporting “non-partisan halutzim” should also know 
the truth. This business of hiding behind the blue and white ban- 
ner, or of parading the heroism of halutzim, is no longer sufficient. 
Every American Jewish boy or girl who today joins Hashomer 
Haizair and enters 4 Hashomer colony in Israel becomes an enemy 
of the United States. Every American Zionist who contributes to 
the maintenance of a Mapam or Hashomer colony is contributing 
to the undermining of American influence, strength and _ prestige 
in the Middle East. No one questions the personal integrity or 
courage of these halutzim as individuals, but it is time Americans 

learned the truth about the party and what it stands for. 
One-third of the Mapam in Israel believes that the party has 
become hopelessly tainted with Communism. Are American Zion: 
ists—and this includes even some Districts and Regions of the Z.O.A. 
going to continue their financial support of these enemies of

LYNN, Mass. (NJP)—Probably the oldest structure and 
the last remainder of Colonial days in this city was removed 
recently, with the razing of the old Anshai Sfard Synagogue 
at the corner of South Common and Commercial streets. 

The congregation recently purchased the former building 
of the First Congregational Church, on North Common and 
Vine. and relinquished ownership of its present building. In 
place of the ancient (in American history) synagogue will 
now stand a modern gasoline station. 

Up to the end, the antiquated timbers, which came from 
the original “Old Tunnel Church” here, stood firm and true, 
held together with wooden pegs. “Old Tunnel” was widely 
known throughout Puritan Massachusetts. Built in 1682, it 
acquired its sobriquet because entrance to it had to be made 
from a flight of stairs which shielded worshippers from the 
wintry blasts coming from the nearby Atlantic Ocean.
